Dear Dave 

The other day my shooting partner 
came by for a visit, and presented me with 
anew “Rod Guide”, a device that is adver- 
tised monthly in PS pages. We examined 
the tool, and pronounced it “first class” in 
every respect. 

Having just finished a 6PPC chamber- 
ing for my partner’s rifle, | decided to 
check out my new tool. Since it was stain- 
less steel construction | thought that it 
might be best to check the neck diameter 
of the tool, to make sure that it would fit 
my new 6PPC chamber (.262 neck) before 
ramming hard objects into my nice new 
chamber. | promptly found that the rod 
guide was too big (.265 to be exact). 

In the process of swaging the neck di- 
ameter down, | ruined the entire neck por- 
tion of the tool. Having destroyed the 
sealing integrity of the tool. | had to sit 
down for a moment and think things out. 
(Editor: this is a mistake that many 
benchrest people are guilty of. You will 
get much further in life if you do not sit 
down to “think things out”, but rather rush 
about wildly, cursing and waving your 
arms in the air. People who think things 
out are the type that start wars and kick 
stray dogs.) 

Then it hit me... a.240 Coyote #2 
formed case was sitting on my work 
bench. After some preliminary measure- 
ments, a cut was made about %4” down on 
the body of the case from the top of the 
neck. After de-burring it was a perfect 
force-fit onto the rod guide shaft. This 
new set up enabled me to use this tool on 
the .240 Coyote #2, 6PPC and 6BR with 
the added protection of a brass tip. 

A further refinement was made to the 
rear of the rod guide shaft. The rod shaft 
is out of square making it difficult to start a

full size 6MM patch. | cut a 60 degree 
chamfer in the end of the rod guide shaft. 
Next, | turned a piece of 7075 T-6 alumi- 
num %4” x ¥4” long. Knurled the outside. 
Drilled a %” hole through, then cut a 60 
degree bevel in the end. Drill and tap the 
body for an 8x36 set screw. Install on the 
rear of the rod guide shaft until the bevels 
meet. Tighten the T screw. You now are 
able to start a full size 6MM patch with 
ease, and it looks good too. 

Thought that you readers might be in- 
terested in these simple modifications to 
an already fine product.

THE SEVENTEEN CALIBER: IN RETROSPECT 


One day back in 1959 while browsing 
through the old Christy Gun Works in 
Sacramento, California, | ran across a 
copy of P. O. Ackley’s first spiral bound 
Handbook for Shooters and Reloaders 
that had been published the year before. 
After reading the little gem from cover to 
cover, | became fascinated with the sec- 
tion dealing with the sub-calibers. From 
that day on, | have been working with .17 
calibers in one form or another. 

Being something of a single shot nut, | 
decided to use aB.S.A. Martini Cadet Ac- 
tion for my first .17 caliber rifle. There 
were a lot of the little actions around in 
those days and one could buy one in mint 
condition for about ten bucks. | chose the 
.17 Ackley Bee Cartridge for the project 
as it suited the little Martini action perfect- 
ly and the cases were easy to make, just 
two forming dies and fireforming. 

| sent the action to The Ackley Gun 
Company in 1962 and had them fit and 
chamber it with an experimental 8 groove 
barrel. | then stocked it with a Fajen AAA 
Grade American walnut stock and topped 
it off with a 20x Litschert target scope. 

In order to try and reduce excess barrel 
fouling, so prevalent in the .17 caliber, P. 
O. Ackley did a lot of experimenting with 
barrels having various numbers of

grooves and twist rates. | don’t believe 
any of these tests proved conducive and 6 
groove rifling with a twist rate of one turn 
in ten inches is considered to be standard 
in the .17 caliber today. 

According to the excellent article by 
Ackley in Handloader #3, September- 
October 1966, Mr. Charles O'Neil of 
O.K.H. fame came up with the idea of 
using a .172 diameter bullet sometime in 
1943. However, nothing more was done 
with it until after the Second World War 
when Ackley, C. S. Landis and a few oth- 
ers began to make guns and ammo for 
this caliber bullet. One of the first cases 
used was the .30 Carbine and later on the 
Bee, Hornet, R-2 Lovell and other small 
rimmed cases were tried. These were 
used in single shot actions because there 
were no practical bolt actions being made 
at that time for the small rimless cartridg- 
es. In passing, two other excellent books 
on these early .17 caliber wildcats were 
“Twenty-Two Caliber Varmint Rifles” 
and ‘‘Woodchucks And Woodchuck Ri- 
fles’’ by C. S. Landis, first published in 
1947 and 1951, respectively. By the way, 
Mr. Wolfe, these may be two good books 
to consider for republication. 

In those early days, .17 caliber barrels 
were more expensive than other calibers 
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due to the fact that the few barrel makers, 
mainly P. O. Ackley and A & M Rifle Co., 
were only getting one good one out of 
every three or four because of poor tool- 
ing and manufacture techniques. With 
only a .168 bore and .172 grooves, those 
drills and reamers were awfully small. 
Even today, Bill Atkinson will not make 
.17 caliber barrels because of the high at- 
trition rate of these very small tools. The 
other modern day barrel makers such as 
Ackley, Douglas, Shilen, and Bob Sherer 
of Matco are making .17 caliber barrels 
that are the ‘State of the Art’’ and as 
good as any .22 caliber ever made. 

Bullets that were available in the early 

1960s were made by R. B. Sisk, Barnes, 
Ted Smith of S.A.S., Ted Holmes and the 
Walker Machine Co. of Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. The Walker bullets shot very well 
and | still have a few of them left today. 
The Walker Machine Tool Co. did a lot of 
work with the sub-calibers including the 
.14 caliber. As far as | know, they are no 
longer in business. 
When Hornady and Remington started 
making .17 caliber bullets, the projectile 
problem was solved. These bullets are 
also ‘‘State of the Art” and are extremely 
accurate in all of the rifles | have built in 
the last 20 years. 

Even with all of the modern technology 
in the firearms business, we still have bar- 
rel fouling. This is probably the major rea- 
son the .17 caliber is not very popular 
these days especially with the larger ca- 
pacity cases. My own experience with 
this small bore has been that any time you 
try to burn 20-30 grains of medium burn- 
ing powder in that tiny hole you are going 
to get fouling. | have read articles by Les 
Bowman, Jim Carmichel, Roger Barlow 
and others who have stated that this 
problem only occurs in certain barrels. 
With velocities between 3500-4000 FPS 
and that much powder and regardless of 
how smooth the barrel is, in my own opin- 
ion you will still get excessive fouling. 

In the early days when bullets started to 
keyhole and vaporize between muzzle 
and target and groups went from 3/4” to 
4”, you had to get out the Hoppes and find 
something small enough to get in that lit- 
tle hole and clean the hell out of the bore. 
My first cleaning rod was a piece of 1/8” 
welding rod with a jag turned on one end 
and a file handle on the other. Not until the 
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late 60’s and early 70’s did we have 
“store bought’’ brushes, patches and 
cleaning rods. 

To quote from P. O. Ackley’s Handbook 
for Shooters and Reloaders on the .17 
Bee, ‘‘The capacity of this small case is 
almost ideal for the .17 bore and can be 
loaded very easily by simply pouring each 
case full of 4198 powder and scraping it 
off even with mouth of the case and then 
seating the bullet to create a compressed 
charge which is approximately 14 grains 
of 4198 for a velocity of 3535 FPS.” This 
load was usually too hot in the guns that | 
made up. A load of 13 grains worked

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much better and there did not seem to be 
much loss in velocity or killing power and 
accuracy was better. 

Other powders that were used in those 
early days in the .17 Ackley Bee were 
2400, 4227 and, later on, Reloader 7. The 
2400 and 4227 powders were a little too 
fast and developed excessive pressures 
before you could get decent velocities and 
groups. 

Reloader 7, being a double base pow- 
der, worked very well at about 12.5 - 13.5 
grains and was very clean burning but 
was also very critical in the top loads. A 
variation of .2- .5 of agraincan make a big 
difference in small capacity cases. 

In two or three years of building, load- 
ing, and shooting several other .17 Ackley 
Bee Martinis, | gained a considerable 
amount of knowledge about the .17 cali- 
ber. After using various makes of bullets 
available at that time, with Ackley 3 and 6 
groove barrels, | decided to build a bolt- 
action rifle using a little larger capacity 
case. From a lot of research and corre- 
spondence | came up with what | consid- 
ered to be the ideal combination. Starting 
with a Sako L-461 Action | had Stan Han- 
sen, who at that time was the gunsmith 
for Simms Hardware in Sacramento, Cali- 
fornia, fit an Ackley 6 groove medium 
heavy barrel and chamber it for the .17 
Javelina. The reason | had Stan do this 
work for me was that he had the reamers 
and was a damn good ‘‘Pipe Fitter’. The 
last time | heard, he was somewhere in 
Colorado. 

| stocked this rifle with a very unique 
piece of Myrtle wood with a big, broad,

black stripe running down both sides, that 
| got from Roberts Wood Products in 
Marysville, California. | topped it off witha 
Lyman 10X All American scope in Sako 
mounts. 

The .17 Javelina was a development of 
Bill Atkinson and Paul Marquart, formerly 
of the A & M Rifle Co. of Prescott, Arizo- 
na. This case was made from .222 Rem- 
ington brass that was run through two 
forming dies, shortened .250 of an inch, 
inside neck reamed and fireformed to give 
a case with minimum body taper and 30 
degree shoulder and held around 20 
grains of powder. 

After having built several other .17 
Javelina rifles, | have concluded that it is 
the ideal case for the .17 caliber bullet. | 
would not recommend this case for the 
novice handloader, however, as cases 
are somewhat difficult to make. Too bad 
Remington did not adopt a case of this 
size in their .17 caliber development but 
their marketing staff probably figured that 
4000 FPS would sell more guns and 
ammo than 3800 FPS. As P. O. Ackley 
once said, ‘‘The belt on a Magnum case is 
just a marketing gimmick.” 

| owned one of the early Remington 700 
BD1s’ in .17 Remington and had very 
poor results with it. Even with handloads 
around 3600 - 3800 FPS, | would get ex- 
cessive barrel fouling and would have to 
clean the barrel after every 15 - 20 rounds 
due to the badly overbore case. | know 
there are some of you that will argue the 
point and you can have your say after I’m 
through!

In loading for the .17 Javelina, A & M 
recommended 18.5 grains of 3031 witha 
22 or 25 grain bullet for around 3800 FPS. 
This load, like so many other so called 
“pet loads’, was too hot in the guns | 
made up and 1 - 2 grains less usually 
worked better. Also 4198 worked well in 
this excellent little cartridge but 4895 
being smaller in grain size worked much 
better for me. 

| had some very bad experiences with 
the early surplus ball powders, namely 
H-375, in the .17 Javelina. Being some- 
what less erosive than extruded pow- 
ders, | figured the expensive little barrel 
might be made to last a little longer, and 
H-375 seemed to have the ideal burning 
rate. Not so. Allit did was gunk up the bar- 
rel to the point that groups at 100 yards 
went from 3/4” to 4” and bullets would 
keyhole and vaporize after only a few 
rounds. Apparently the culprit here was 
an additive used in some of these surplus 
ball powders as a stabilizer to keep the 
granules from breaking up. | have also 
had very poor luck with one of the first 
Winchester-Western Ball Powders, 295 
HP, in the .357 Magnum but that’s anoth- 
er story. 

A few years ago, Robert Hutton of Guns 
and Ammo Magazine wrote an article on 
this ‘‘gunking’” problem that might be 
very enlightening to a lot of shooters. 
Never shoot loads with extruded powder 
after shooting loads with ball powder 
without cleaning the barrel thoroughly 
first! Even today | am very skeptical about 
ball powders except for W-W748 which 
worked very well in my wife’s 6 X 47

benchrest rifle, and then only after using 
proper cleaning methods. 

Within the last 20 years there have 
been numerous .17 caliber developments 
using cases ranging in size from the .22 
Hornet up to the .225 Winchesier and the 
.22-250. None of the larger case wildcats 
ever worked out well and you don’t see 
too many of them around any more. This 
is mainly due to the fact that the average 
shooter will not take the time and effort to 
properly clean the barrel when using one 
of these overbore capacity cases. 

After having shot in N.B.R.S.A. Regis- 
tered Benchrest Competition for the last 
eight years or so, | have learned a lot 
about keeping the equipment clean, in- 
side and out. The best thing we have used 
lately, for powder and metal fouling is a 
product called ‘‘Shooter’s Choice’”’ avail- 
able from several benchrest suppliers. 
Without a doubt, barrel fouling, either 
from powder or bullet metal is the main 
reason a rifle’s accuracy suddenly goes 
sour. 

My latest .17 caliber project started 
about three years ago when | acquired a 
W. W. Greener Martini Cadet Action from 
a local ‘‘senior citizen shooter’’ who had it 
packed away for quite some time. As you 
probably know, these little actions are 
very hard to find and this was the first one 
| had seen in several years. The Martini 
Cadet action is very strong for its size and 
has the fastest locktime of any centerfire 
action that | know of. | would not recom- 
mend any cartridge larger than the .222 
size case be used, however, because the 
barrel threads are only .750 in diameter. 

After bushing the firing pin hole to a 
smaller diameter by drilling out the 
breechlock with a #31 drill and tapping a 
6 X 48 hole, | plugged the hole with a 6 X 
48 sight base screw and epoxy. (What did 
the old time gunsmiths do without 
epoxy?) A hole of the proper size was 
then drilled through the bushing which 
was filed and polished flush with the 
breechblock. | then polished all of the 
working parts inside the action to elimi- 
nate all burrs and rough surfaces. | or- 
dered a .17 caliber barrel from Douglas, 
who by the way, make some of the finest 
barrels | have ever used. The barrel specs 
were 1-10 twist, which is standard in this 
caliber, 1” at breech end and a straight 
taper to .750 at 20” at the muzzle. | fitted 
the barrel with .001 clearance between 
the end of barrel and the breechblock. | 
then chambered the barrel for the .17 
Ackley Bee using a Hugh Henriksen ream- 
er. The barrel was cut to 20” and 
crowned, using the standard recessed 
target crown. | have been doing my own 
metal work for about 10 years now, be- 
sides stockwork.

| stocked the little Martini with a blank of 
very nice straight grained French Walnut | 
was saving for a friend’s Model 12 Win- 
chester. Boy is he hot! | attached the butt- 
stock to the action using a drawnut rather 
than the issue drawbolt. A 3/8” rod was 
threaded on both ends and one end was 
screwed into the rear of the action and the 
rod was bent upwards to achieve the 
proper amount of drop. The nut was 
made from apiece of stainless barrel steel 
and turned in the lathe to about 5/8” o.d., 
then drilled and tapped for the threads on 
the rod. The nut was about 2” long and 
added some weight in the buttstock for 
better balance. A .17 caliber barrel will be 
heavier due to the smaller hole than a .22 
of the same outside dimensions. The rea- 
son for attaching the buttstock in this 
manner was to get a higher combline fora 
higher mounted scope to facilitate loading 
and unloading and still retain the modern 
classic styling. A black presentation butt 
pad was attached to the buttstock anda 
Pete Grisel steel grip cap was installed on 
the pistol grip. You will notice by the pho- 
tos that this stock has a very close grip 
compared to some other Martinis | have 
seen. This measurement is 3/2” from trig- 
ger to front of grip cap, the same as most 
custom stock makers use on a bolt action

stock and the length of pull is 14”. The 
overall length of the rifle is only 36”. The 
forearm was shaped similar to that of the 
Ruger #1 and was attached to the barrel 
with a single 10-32 allen head machine 
screw. There is a .004 gap between the 
rear of the forearm and the front of the re- 
ceiver. This eliminated any binding in this 
area and | have found it to be similar to 
free floating a barrel in a bolt action rifle. It 
also helped to minimize vertical stringing 
of shots when shooting from the bench. 

The action lever was heated and bent 
to conform to the front arc of the pistol 
grip. The extractor needed very little work 
as the original .310 Rook cartridge was 
close in diameter to the .218 Bee. A nice 
crisp trigger pull of about 212 Ibs. can be 
gotten on these little actions by grinding 
back the rear of the trigger-sear engaging 
surface and polishing to eliminate friction 
and drag. 

One small problem | encountered with 
this action was how and where to mount 
the scope. In the past, | have used long 
target-style scopes using scope blocks 
attached to the barrel. On others | used 
Weaver bases and extension rings re- 
versed to the the regular hunting type 
scopes back far enough for proper eye re- 
lief, and high rings for loading and extrac- 
tion clearance. 

For this project | did some homework 
and came up with the idea of using a

Leupold one piece base intended for the 
factory drilled and tapped barrel on a 
Thompson Contender handgun. | then 
mounted a 2X - 7X Redfield scope in 
Leupold split rings. 

All of the metal parts were polished by 
hand using various grits of emery and final 
polishing done with Scotch Brite. The 
parts were then caustic blued to a nice 
deep blue black color. | finished the stock 
using John Bivins, ‘‘Express Oil Finish” 
as explained in Rifle #47, September- 
October 1976. | haven’t gotten around to 
checkering the stock yet. You heard the 
one about the shoemaker’s kids? Just 
been shooting it and trying to put a dent in 
the jack rabbit population which are abun- 
dant in this part of the country, Carson 
City, Nevada. 

Speaking of shooting and loading 
for my latest .17 Ackley Bee, unprimed 
brass is manufactured only’ by 
Winchester-Western for the .218 Bee 
Cartridge. To make cases for the .17 Bee, 
just run the .218 Bee cases into two form- 
ing dies, which are available from Hun- 
tington Die Specialties in Oroville, Califor- 
nia. There is no neck-reaming and one 
shot with a fairly still load will usually 
fireform the case perfectly with minimum 
body taper and 30 degree shoulder. Being 
relatively easy to make, this case might 
appeal to some of you who would like to 
have a great little ‘‘Wildkitten”’. 

There are several sources of informa- 
tion on loading for the .17 caliber. Being a 
factory case, loads for the .17 Remington 
can be found in Hornady’s Reloading 
Manual because they are the only major 
bullet manufacturer making bullets in this 
caliber and only in 25 grains. Remington 
also makes an excellent 25 grain hollow 
point, but | have never seen any factory 
reloading data. Other sources for the .17 
caliber Wildcats are Hodgdon’s Manual 
and of course P. O. Ackley’s Handbook 
for Shooters and Reloaders. The Pacific 
Gunsight Co. before their merger with 


Hornady, published an excellent reload- 
ing manual in 1968 that had a very exten- 
sive section on loading for the .17 caliber 
Wildcats, but it may be hard to find. An- 
other good source was ‘‘Handloader #3” 
which might still be available from Wolfe 
Publishing Co., Prescott, Arizona. 

For my first fireforming loads in this new 
rifle | decided on H-4198, being slightly 
faster and, therefore | thought, cleaner 
burning than Dupont 4198. | had used 
12.5 grains in the past, so | loaded 50 
necked down cases with this load and 
seated a 25 grain Hornady bullet, backed 
off about .005 from the lands in the barrel. 
These cases all formed perfectly except 
for a slight bulge at the pressure ring at 
the base of the case. | don’t like to see this 
bulge in any chamber job | do, so! thought 
| would investigate the matter further. 
The original chamber specs from Ackley 
called for .350 of an inch, .200 of an inch 
from the base of the rim. My reamer mea- 
sured .347 at this point so therefore the 
chamber should be tighter. The chamber 
was not the problem. The cartridge itself 
was the culprit. | guess the factories have 
never changed their specs from the black 
powder days. This same case was origi- 
nally made from .32-30 and .25-20 
brass. 

My case measure, unfired, .343 at this 
point and in a case originally designed for 
30,000-35,000 psi, at modern day pres- 
sures you're going to get some case ex- 
pansion in the web area, .004 to be exact. 
| guess | can live with that! Just don’t hot 
rod it. There is no need. One of the same 
old problems came up using 4198. Even 
with store-bought funnels those long 
skinny grains still won't goin that little tiny 
hole without some difficulty. So | went to 
Re-7 which is almost like fine ball powder. 
My first loads of Re-7 in the fireformed 
cases were 12.5-13.5 grains. The 12.5 
grain load smoked the necks of the case 
and the 13.5 grain load biscuit cut the

primer so bad the action would not open 
easily because the primer was forced into 
the firing pin hole, which had been bushed 
and fitted for a .055 firing pin with .050 
protrusion. Because the mainspring is 
limited in size, the firing pin will still be 
pushed back into the breechblock if you 
don’t watch pressures. As | said at the be- 
ginning of this article, Re-7 is a very criti- 
cal powder in the top loads. To eliminate 
biscuit cutting, due to very quick pressure 
curves in the smaller .17 and .22 caliber 
cartridges, several years ago Remington 
developed the 7¥2 small rifle primer using 
a softer and thicker metal for the cup. The

Remington 7¥2 is an excellent primer, but 
today most any brand of benchrest primer 
has a heavier cup and will do a very good 
job in the smaller cases. 

Being active in N.B.R.S.A. Registered 
Benchrest Competition for several years 
now and with the development of the .22 
and 6m.m. PPC cartridges, | have used a 
large amount of Hodgdon’s H-322 pow- 
der. In my opinion it is the greatest thing 
since 3031 Data Powder, otherwise 
known as H-4895 to you younger shoot- 
ers. H-322 is smaller in grain size than 
4895, about like 4227, but falls between 
4198 and 3031 on the burning rate scale, 
so thought I, let’s see if this stuff will work 
in the .17 Bee, and boy did it! After settling 
on a load of 13.5 grains of H-322, which 
comes about halfway up the neck, and 
with a Remington or Hornady 25 grain 
bullet seated, the little Martini exceeded 
all my expecations. It will consistently 
group .500-.750 inches at 100 yards with 
a chronographed velocity of 3500-3550 
FPS. It will kill ground squirrels and jack 


rabbits in their tracks out to 200 yards and © 


recoil is about like a .22 long rifle high 
speed. 

Several years ago while doing some re- 
search on this caliber, | read about a 
Game Management Warden in one of the 
Southwestern states who used a .17 
Ackley Bee to thin out the Feral Burros 
which were running amuck. He killed sev- 
eral of these animals with one shot at vari- 
Ous ranges. | haven't seen any Feral Bur- 
ros around here but you never know. 
Someday...... 

For anyone wanting an excellent, quiet, 
recoilless, accurate to 200 yards, and just 


plain cute little Varmnt rifle-ammo combo 
| would highly recommend the Martini 
Cadet, .17 Ackley or .17 A & M Bee. Now 
the next question some of you may askis, 
where can | get a small Martini Action? 
Well, one of the best sources | know of is 
Jack First’s Gun Shop in Lancaster, Cali- 
fornia. | understand he will furnish an ac- 
tion with a bushed firing pin and complete- 
ly reconditioned for around $140.00 plus 
freight. Who knows, with modern technol- 
ogy and investment casting, some ingen- 
ious gun nut might make one cheaper. 
The F.B.W. Model K Action will also work 
very nicely, for around the same price. 

One last thing. Some of you are proba- 
bly asking yourselves about wind sensi- 
tivity. There’s an old saying on the 
Benchrest circuit, ‘‘In the wind, the larger 
the sail the harder the push.”’ A 25 grain, 
-17 caliber bullet has about the same sec- 
tional density as a 55 grain .22 caliber bul- 
let, but the .17 caliber is a lot smaller in 
cross section. 

For a lot of fun and shooting pleasure, 
I'll still take my little .17 Bee, although 
there is a Sako L-461 with a stainless 
Douglas barrel, chambered for the .17 
Javelina, in the works, with a fiberglass 
stock, no less! Please forgive me P. O. 

| know some of you shooters out there 
who feel undergunned with anything less 
than a .30 caliber Magnum are probably 
scoffing at some of the comments in this 
article, but that is how a lot of American 
people are, they like big houses, big cars, 
big hats, big guns and even big women.

Dear Dave 

Being a Highpower shooter, | enjoyed 
reading Creighton Audette’s piece on 
shooting mirage and, though now | under- 
stand why, am in full agreement that mi- 
rage really doesn’t affect the bullet’s im- 
pact. However, there is another aspect of 
shooting under strong light conditions 
that most certainly does affect the im- 
pact: that is when the light shines onto a 
target having an aiming black, and does 
so from an angle. Light then washes out 
the area of the target that it hits the most 
directly (most always left or right) making 
the target appear smaller. For an exagge- 
rated illustration shine a flashlight, on an 
angle, across a target’s aiming black. In 
effect, as mentioned earlier, this wash- 
out shrinks the target; however, the main 
problem it causes is that a shooter is no 
longer able to locate true center of the 
bull. For example: if the sunlight is coming 
from the left and onto the left side of the 
aiming black, the ‘‘new’’ optical center of 
the bull will shift right as the sun washes 
out the left side of the black; this would re- 
quire a sight correction left. Click your 
sights into the light and continue to hold 
true on the new optical center the light has 
made. That is the easiest way to cope 
with this problem. | have never seen light 
of such intensity which required more 
than one click (one-half MOA). And, of 
course, this affects all manner of iron 
sights regardless of design and aiming 
references incorporated. There is anoth- 
er saying which | have found true only 
when using the military post front sight: 
“'Light’s up — sight’s up/Light’s down — 
sight’s down,”’ meaning that one should 
compensate either very bright or very dull 
days by turning one click as the saying 
prescribes. This is due to the effect of 
“halo” on a bright day: the reflected light 
from the lighter colored target paper out- 
side the aiming black washes out some of 
the intensity of the contrast between the 
two colors on the paper, causing a grey 
area (halo) which appears to extend the 
size of the bull, causing the shooter to

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take a lower hold. On a very dark, cloudy 
day (especially in colder weather) the aim- 
ing black will be a very distinct contrast 
with the lighter background causing a 
shooter to take a hold ‘‘closer”’ to the bull. 
It should be noted that on an extremely 
bright day when the sunlight is shining di- 
rectly onto the target (no side wash), the 
aiming black may actually appear smaller. 
This is because the reflection from the 
paper is so great that the outer edge is 
‘“‘whitened’’, that is: washed out totally. 
One last effect that bright sunlight can 
have on a shooter’s performance is that 
of extra-bright light quickly ‘‘burning”’ the 
target’s bullseye onto his eye’s retina. 
This is called image retention. After star- 
ing intently at a well illuminated target the 
image of the aiming black becomes fixed 
onto a spot on your eye (liken it to the re- 
sidual effect of a flash bulb). This image, 
at best, blurs and fuzzes the black’s 
sharpness and a shooter’s ability to focus 
on it clearly; however, at worse, this new 
image can actually replace the bullseye. 
Moving and shifting along with your eye’s 
motion, the aiming black you see may not 
be the one that is actually there! Although 
this can happen even on a cloudy day, 


provided a shooter stares long enough at 
the bullseye, on a very bright day it hap- 
pens quickly. The best remedies | have 
found: shift your eye’s focus one or two 
times prior to firing (| have the habit of 
double checking my rear aperture’s align- 
ment immediately prior to firing) to make 
sure the image of the aiming black stays 
clear; and, should you strain your eye to 
the point that image retention does be- 
come a problem, the quickest way | have 
found to alleviate it is by looking at green 
grass (should you have a stand of that at 
your range). It seems that the color of 
green has a very soothing effect and re- 
stores your vision quickly. 

To say light has an effect on what the 
shooter sees as his target is true; howev- 
er, to analyze carefully that effect and to 
correct for it takes some practice. (If noth- 
ing else, light is a real fine excuse!) Of 
course, all the above only matters to 
those who shoot at bullseye targets; how- 
ever — it matters!

Cartridge Co., and Frankford Arsenal at 
Quantico. The ‘‘Palma’’ ammunition was 
tested in Mann rests, using barrels weigh- 
ing about 7% pounds, attached to Spring- 
field, 03 actions, firing ten, 10 shot targets 
at 1000 yards. The conditions of the test 
required that the firing of each, ten shot 
group must cover a time interval of one 
and one-half minutes, rather than ‘‘ma- 
chine-gunning’”’ the rounds down range. 
They also specified that each lot of am- 
munition would be fired in two different 
barrels, five, 10 shot groups in each bar- 
rel, and that there would be no cleaning of 
a barrel during its total of 50 shots. 

It would seem that these conditions 
offer more than a fair comparison with the 
circumstances at Williamsport, where 
magnum cartridges, boattail bullets of up 
to 250 grains weight, 3000 to 3400 fps ve- 
locities, and 20 to 40 pound rifles offer in- 
herent advantages and a competitor can 
not only fire as rapidly as possible, but 
alter aim according to wind and weath- 
er. 

Remington won the test with a 180 
grain, flat base bullet, having a cupro- 
nickel jacket (85% copper and 15% nick- 
el), loaded to 2610 fps average velocity, 
using 45 grains of Hercules, Hivel #2 
powder and a mercury-fulminate primer. 
Weather conditions were very good and 
the vertical measurement of most of the 
groups was larger than the horizontal. 
The verticals of the ten, ten shot groups 
measured 9.95”, 10.00”, 14.35”, 10.6”, 
16.2”, 8.6”, 10.95”, 18.3”, 7.10” and

9.35”, giving an average of 11.34”! The 
group with the 18.3” vertical had a hori- 
zontal measurement of 8.35”. The group 
with the 7.10” vertical had a horizontal of 
6.10”. The largest horizontal measure- 
ment was 13.1”. The largest mean radius 
was 4.82” and the mean of the ten, mean 
radius figures was 4.29”. 

It should be noted that similar, velocity 
variations would produce greater vertical 
dispersion with the flat base bullets at 
2610 fps, average velocity from the .30- 
06, than with the boattail bullets at veloci- 
ties of 3000 to perhaps 3400 fps from the 
magnums used at Williamsport. The 1000 
yard elevation of the 1921, ‘‘Palma’’ load 
was 41 minutes of angle. That of the mag- 
nums at Williamsport is probably about 
24 to 27 minutes, depending on bullet and 
velocity. The magnums would also have 
an advantage in lesser angle of descent, 
reducing the error occasioned by the fact 
that the path of the bullet through the tar- 
get is not at right angles. 

While the shooting ot ten, 10 shot 
groups is not sufficient to give any mean- 
ingful lesson in probability, it is of interest 
that the group average of 11.34”, the 
smallest group of 7.10” and the largest 
group of 18.3” are not far from what sta- 
tistical probability tells us to expect. 

It is of interest that the second barrel, 
which gave the three smallest groups of 
the ten, also fired the largest group. 
Shooters firmly convinced that cleaning 
every 10 or 15 shots is a necessity might 
also ponder the fact that two of the three

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smallest groups fired with this barrel were 
the 4th and 5th groups, i.e., 30 to 40 shots 
and 40 to 50 shots, without cleaning. 
Again this is a demonstration of those 
simple facts of probability, which many 
shooters find it difficult to accept: the 
point of impact of any bullet is random, 
within the probability factor; the spread of 
any, one group is random, within the 
probability factor; the location of succes- 
sive groups is random within the spread 
which is probable for a large number of 
groups. 

The description of the manufacture of 
the two lots of ammunition brought to the 
test by Frankford Arsenal may be of inter- 
est to those who believe that selecting 
cases, spinning bullets, etc. is a relatively 
recent innovation, discovered by modern, 
benchrest shooters. 

“The bullets for this small lot submitted 
for the Palma were carefully selected by 
weight, by calibration, by evenness of 
base and by spinning. The latter process, 
in case it is not familiar to the rifleman, 
consists in putting the bullet into a 
“chuck’’, which grips its parallel and 
holds it perfectly true as work is held ina 
lathe. It is then spun on its long axis and 
an indicator is applied to the extreme 
point to see whether or notit spins truly.”’ 

“The cases were carefully gauged and 
were spun to see that the neck was paral- 
lel and true with the body of the case, and, 
finally, the finished cartridge was spun to 
see that the bullet point was not out of 
parallel. The powder was hand weighed 
down to the last kernel.” 

Shooters may also ponder the fact that 
the two lots of Frankford Arsenal ammu- 
nition finished in 7th and 8th place, out of 
the ten lots tested, despite all these tests 
of the various components!

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BUFFALO HUNTERS — EARLY BENCHREST SHOOTERS? 


This year we held Midland’s first annual 
“West Texas Buffalo Shoot & 
Rendezvous’’. Our shoot is dedicated to 
the buffalo hunters who contributed 
greatly to the long range shooting sports 
enjoyed by us today. 

Let’s take a short walk back in history 
and take a look at Buffalo hunting or 
“Runnin’ Buff’, as it was referred to dur- 
ing the period. Prior to 1850 the central 
United States was populated by a single, 
large migratory herd of bison estimated 
by various experts as approaching 
100,000,000 buffalo in number. By 1850, 
the herd was divided into the great north- 
ern herd and the southern herd by the 
constant stream of east to west immi- 
grants. During this time, the buffalo was 
utilized by both the Indian and white man 
for food, fuel, clothing, and even shelter. 
Not until the completion of the transcon- 
tinental railroad in 1869 was there any 
way of shipping buffalo hides and flesh to 
markets. This signaled the beginning of 
Buffalo hunting in earnest. 

In our area, Fort Griffin, located in 
northeast Shackelford County, became

the chief trading center for the buffalo 
hunters. It attracted such men as John 
and J. Wright Mooar, Colonel Frank 
Mayer, Billy Dixon, Billy Tyler, and Lum 
Medlin. All of these men came to hunt the 
buffalo. 

Colonel Frank Mayer’s accounts pro- 
vide us with the details of putting together 
a hunt and how a professional hunter con- 
ducted a hunt or ‘‘stand’’. Like most pro- 
fessionals he chose the Sharps rifles for 
his work. He used a 40-70 and 40-90 
Sharps for general shooting, His favorite, 
however, was a 45-120-550 Sharps 
weighing 16 pounds and fitted with a 10 
power riflescope with rangefinder reti- 
cules made by Vollmer of Germany. This 
rifle, complete with all accessories cost 
$305, roughly equivalent to $3400 today. 
His normal hunting company comprised a 
cook, three skinners, 3-4 wagons, and the 
necessary horses and supplies. He would 
normally take 1500-1600 pounds of lead 
and 400-500 pounds of black powder. 

When he had located a herd, Mayer and 
his men would set up camp and the next 
morning, well before daylight, he would 
have his coffee and ride out to begin the 
hunt. Still well before daylight, he would 
ride to within 300 yards downwind of the 
herd and then slowly work his way to with- 
in 100 to 200 yards of the herd. When he 
found a good site to shoot from that af- 
forded his horse and himself some cover, 
he would have his horse lie down and he 


would begin to select his targets in the 
early light. His first target was typically an 
old cow, which he shot through the lungs. 
The cow usually kept her feet and would 
begin to bleed. Mayer says the other buf- 
falo would smell the blood and begin to 
mill around. At this point he began to 
shoot as accurately and quickly as possi- 
ble before the herd began to move out of 
range or, if he placed a shot badly, maybe 
even stampede. He seldom killed more 
than 30 buffalo per day since his skinners 
could handle no more. His biggest single 
day was 59 buffalo. After the hides were 
removed from the carcasses, they were 
staked out flesh side up to dry in the sun, 
stacked into bundles of ten hides each, 
and sold to dealers who followed the 
hunters in heavy freight wagons. Mayer 
continued hunting until 1875 when there 
were too many hunters and not enough 
buffalo. 

Two other hunters from the Snyder-Big 
Spring area were two brothers John and 
J. Wright Mooar, who like Mayer hunted 
the southern herd in the early 1870's. The 
Mooar brothers were instrumental in the 
development of the Sharp's rifle as they 
kept up a correspondence with the rifle 
company regarding improvements as well 
as design deficiencies. 

Buffalo hunters also made their mark 
as Indian fighters in the 1870's. During the 
height of the Buffalo hunting, a former 
hunter and successful merchant in Dodge 
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City, Kansas opened a trading post near 
the original site of an adobe fort built by 
Bent in 1843. Located in present day 
Hutchinson County near the South Cana- 
dian River, the post was called Adobe 
Walls even though the four buildings were 
constructed of wood. On June 27, 1874, 
the trading post was attacked by an esti- 
mated 600 Indians consisting of Kiowas, 
Cheyennes, and Comanches. The trading 
post was defended by two dozen men 
several of whom were professional Buffa- 
lo hunters. Three of the defenders were 
killed by the attacking band and the Indi- 
ans were decimated by the rifle fire from 
the post. During the fight, Billy Dixon, a 
professional hunter, killed one Indian on 
horseback at a distance later measured at 
1538 yards. That is about 200 yards short 
of a mile. 

Another interesting account was given 
by O. W. Williams, who with a survey 
party was working north and east of the 
present day townsite of Lubbock along 
the north fork of the Yellowhouse. He 
gives an excellent account of meeting an 
educated, Indian Buffalo hunter named 
“Muddy Wilson” and their involvement 
over several days together. He describes 
one afternoon how ‘‘Muddy Wilson’ shot, 
“at a goodly distance’, the heads from 
two ducks swimming in a spring at Los 
Aguilas. Several days later they faced a 
buffalo stampede and survived it by fac- 
ing the oncoming herd in single file with 
the front man firing his rifle. After other 
adventures, Williams’ survey party and 
the Buffalo hunter went their separate 
ways. About a month later a postmaster 
told Williams that a $1500 reward was of- 
fered for the capture of ‘‘Muddy Wilson’ 
for killing two negroe soldiers in Kansas. 
When asked why Williams didn’t bring him 
in he said he had two good reasons; one, 
that he didn’t know about the reward till 
now and second, he had seen two ducks 
headshot by the man. The postmaster 
agreed that either reason was more than 
sufficient. 

Modern benchrest shooters trace their 
sport from many threads to the past and 
the buffalo hunters are but one — but, an 
important one. Good Shooting!

Dear Dave, 

| received your letter today (December 
3rd) and was stunned to hear of Paul 
Olewine’s passing. | knew Paul well, hav- 
ing shot with him at many hunter class 
matches in days past, as well as varmint 
class matches at Mainville and Council 
Cup. | personally lost three good friends 
during 1986 ... first Nate Boop, then 
Woody Cahall, and finally Paul Olewine. 
Sure hope that 1987 is better to us than 
1986 was, at least in this respect. 

No real big message, no real big discov- 
ery to report with this letter. Just a few 
nonsensical little tales out of my shooting 
career... 

About ten years ago | was weighing in- 
dividually a batch of 100 new .222 Rem- 
ington cases, just as they came from the 
factory. One case was heavier, alot heav- 
ier, than the others. | put it aside until | got 
through weighing the remainder of the 
cases. | inspected the inside of the case 
under a good light, and saw a corkscrew 
shaped sliver of brass inside it. (Editor: 
good heavens! Dick Maretzo and | DID 
misplace a corkscrew at one of the 
matches right about this time. How the 
heck did it get into your .222 case 


though?) | assume that in the process of 
making new cases the extractor groove is 
cut on a lathe, and somehow the start of 
the cut spiralled into the case mouth, and 
collected in there. 

| can only speculate on what might have 
happened had | not found this beforehand 
by weighing the cases. (Editor: well, for 
openers, you would have had to buy 
Maretzo and Brennan a new corkscrew. 
Either that or chew a couple of corks out 
of bottles for us until we could get a prop- 
er replacement). If it had stayed in the 
bore after the first shot it could really have 
been a case of Katie-bar-the-door when | 
fired the second shot. This is only specu- 
lation of course, but | wasn’t about to test 
and find out with anew chambered match 
barrel, not at a price tag such as these lit- 
tle rascals run currently. Certainly in this 
instance it didn’t hurt to weigh the cases 
first. 

Another time, about twelve years ago, | 
went to the Council Cup range to do a bit 
of 200 yard testing, and also to do some 
chronographing. It was going to be a day 
for working with the .308. | had taken vari- 
ous weighed charges of RL-11 powder

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along, and | had my powder measure set 
up at the range to throw foulers. When | 
fired my first shot | would have sworn that 
| saw the dirt kick up about 10 yards in 
front of me. When | fired my second fouler 
it sounded like a misfire. | checked, and 
found that the bullet had lodged in the bar- 
rel. | pulled the bullet out of another fouler 
case, and found no powder in it. After re- 
moving the lodged bullet from the barrel | 
checked my powder measure. It was full 
of powder, but nothing was coming out 
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when | worked the handle. (Editor: hey, 
Richard, where’s our corkscrew? | put it 
down a few minutes ago, over by Geza’s 
powder measure .. .). | slowly poured the 
powder back into the can, andin the drum 
of the measure was a fired large rifle prim- 
er that was copper colored. | was using 
Federal 210 primers, which of course are 
nickle colored, and this was the only 
brand of large rifle primers that | had used 
for a long time before this. | never did fig- 
ure out how that fired primer got in there. 
The RL-11 powder cans had metal seals 
on the snap cap tops that had to be bro- 
ken before the caps could be removed 
from the one pound cans. There was one 
other shooter at the range shooting quite 
a distance from me, and I’m sure that he 
could not have had anything to do with it. 
Of course | had violated one of the safety 
rules of handloading by not visually in- 
specting inside the charged cases to 
make certain that they looked all right. 

| used to leave my powder measure at- 
tached to my loading bench at home. At 
one time it had gone unused for several 
days. Without discussing the matter with 
me, a spider apparently reached the con- 
clusion that the inside of the drop tube of 
the measure looked like a real great place 
to store eggs. This time however | had 
learned my lesson, and after throwing a 
number of charges, | visually inspected 
the cases, and noted with interest a total 
lack of powder therein. That’s when | 
found the cocoon looking pile of eggs in 
the drop tube. Thereafter | commenced 
the practice of covering the drop tube hole 
with a small piece of masking tape. 

A similar thing happened to Tom 
Horenburg at the IBS Nationals this past 
summer. He was loading near me, and 
found that a live spider had crawled into 
his measure’s drop tube between match 
loadings at the shoot. (Editor: equipment 
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changes are supposed to be reported to 
the rangemaster if they take place mid- 
match. Did Horenburg do the right thing, 
and report this? He certainly should have 
filled out a change of equipment card). 
Spider or not, Tom Horenburg shot well 
that day. 

About 15 years ago we used to go 
woodchuck hunting in a good area of 
Pennsylvania for such goings on. We 
were shooting .22-250s at the time, and 
we were accustomed to verifying the zero 
of our rifles before we went out to hunt. 
On this particular day my brother Joe had 
brought along some cases loaded with 
.22 caliber Hornady S-X (Super Explo- 
sive) bullets. These bullets had very thin 
jackets, and it was Hornady’s recommen- 
dation that they be fired at no more than 
.222 Remington velocities. While spotting 
his shots for him | saw what looked like a 
vapor trail to the target similar to what a 
tracer round in a military rifle looks like, 
only this one wasn’t red the way they are. 
| saw it first with my binoculars, but later 
you could see it with the naked eye if you 
stood behind him when he shot. The full 
trajectory of the round showed up for a 
split second. Back at home, on our local 
range we tried it again, to show other 
shooters, and again it was clearly visible. 
It was about the color of the vapor trail of 
a high flying plane, but it disappeared in- 
stantly. 

Another time, Walt Pereira (of CPS) and 
| took the day off to go shooting at a pri- 
vate farm in Pennsylvania. We were only 
interested in shooting long range. We set 
up some 200 yard targets on a makeshift 
cardboard frame to zero in on. Walt 
brought along some half gallon milk car- 
tons filled with water for us to practice on. 
These would blow up when hit by a bullet. 
Walt was shooting a 7mm magnum rifle, 
and | had my 40X actioned light varmint 
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rifle along with me. My range finder 
showed the distance to the target area to 
be slightly less than 400 yards. We used a 
portable loading table to shoot from. It 
was a bit awkward, but served its pur- 
pose. | had a spotting scope mounted on 
the back of the car. After zeroing our guns 
Walt began to shoot at the milk cartons. | 
was watching through my 30x spotting 
scope, and once again | saw the vapor 
trail, which | had not seen for quite a while, 
indeed back to the incident with brother 
Joe and the Hornady S-X bullets. 

The vapor trail was clearly visible once 
it came into the view of the spotting 
scope. A couple of the milk cartons ex- 
ploded when hit. One of them did nothing, 
and Walt thought that he had missed. But 
| disagreed; | had watched it through the 
spotting scope and | had seen it go 
through the upper left hand corner of the 
milk carton. This was verified when we 
walked down to inspect it ... there was 
the bullet hole right where | said it was. 
The water level in that particular carton 
was a bit low, the bullet’s path had beena 
bit above it, and hence no explosion. | do 
not recall what Walt was shooting in the 
7mm magnum that day, but the bullet trail 
was Clearly visible with the scope. We 
couldn't get the 6x47 to show any sign of 
a vapor trail that day, and neither could

we see any sign of a vapor trail with the 
naked eye on this occasion. Other than 
these two isolated instances | have never 
seen vapor trails. | suspect that it proba- 
bly has something to do with velocity, and 
perhaps a certain air condition. Both days 
were cloudy, with no direct sunlight. 

(Editor: The wildcat varmint cartridge 
of the 1940 1950 era, the Marciante Blue 
Streak, was so named because it turned 
up such a vapor trail regularly one evening 
while being tested by its developer, Al 
Marciante, of Trenton, New Jersey. Mr. 
Marciante often saw the vapor trail how- 
ever “in all weather conditions” as report- 
ed by C.S. Landis in his book “Twenty 
Two Caliber Varmint Rifles (1947 date). 
For those unfamiliar with this wildcat, it is 
based on the .22 Savage Hi-Power case, 
arimmed case. The wildcat had an overall 
length of 2.025”, and a 25 degree shoul- 
der, which allowed for a bit of “boiler 
room” capacity, and 4,000 f.p.s. were 
reached with 3031 powder and 50 grain 
bullets). 

The day before Thanksgiving (1986) | 
went to Jackson (New Jersey) to do a bit 
of practice shooting. When | left my house 
it was a calm, overcast day, just right for 
testing. By the time | got there the weath- 
er had switched to windy, and pouring 
rain. (Editor: God was trying to tell you 


something. ..go home, ya dummy). | was 
alone at the range (Editor ... everyone 
else got the point). . .and set up my target 
at 100 yards. This range is very flat, with 
no backstops at either 100 or 200 yards; 
the backstop is at 350 yards. About 1:30 
in the afternoon | had just fired my fourth 
shot for a group, and was lining up the 
gun, sighting for my fifth shot, when a 
deer started walking along the range at 
the backstop. | focused my scope for that 
range, and watched him make his peace- 
ful progress across, for some reason 
completely unimpressed by all the racket 
of my shooting (Editor: | can only theorize 
that he was not all that impressed by the 
way you were shooting that day, Geza). 
Another time, about ten years ago, | was 
alone at the Council Cup range in Penn- 
sylvania, doing some 200 yard shooting 
with my return to battery gun. A wood- 
chuck came walking along the 100 yard 
bank, and sat up, perfectly facing me... 
completely in my scope, with the bullets 
path | would estimate about three inches 
above the top of his head. (Editor: isn’t 
that great? The little rascal obviously had 
a lot of confidence in your return to bat- 
tery gun, Geza). Both animals were left 
unharmed; it seemed the right thing to do 
(Editor: for Pete’s sake ... you missed 
them both?). 
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CASE SELECTION 


(A landmark article by John Gammuto, Dave Brennan, Jack Daniels, 
Jim Beam, and I. W. Harper. In no particular order of or contribution). 


Dear Dave 

After hours of reading articles, and dis- 
cussing the subject with fellow shooters 
(many of whom lie as much as | do) | have 
decided to HONESTLY divulge my own 
“Ultimate Case Selection Procedure”. | 
am hopeful that this article will once and 
for all settle the question. (Editor: what 
question?) If everyone adopts my proce- 
dure, at least we will all be starting the 
1987 match season with the same advan- 
tage. . . theultimate in match grade cases 
... in the hands of those shooters who 
were not afraid to put behind them the 
outdated and discredited systems of the 
past. If all goes well, | will, at this same 
time next year, go public with my “UIti- 
mate Barrel Selection Procedure”. The 
world is not yet ready for two major dis- 
closures of this magnitude in the same 
calendar year . . . mighty forces of nature 
could be brought into play that could 
cause Texas to split off from the North 
American continent, and sink into the sea, 
in the tradition of the lost continent of At- 
lantis (Editor: this should be good for sev- 
eral dozen letters from Louisiana and 
Oklahoma. .. all saying “doit”. . . “go for 
it”. 

We have all heard, and indeed probably 
ourselves used, words such as ... “vol- 
ume... weight... concentricity . . . uni- 
formity ... hardness . . . crystaline struc- 
ture... runout... etc., etc.” I’m going to 
tell you something right at the start of this 
discussion. . . these words do not meana 
thing ... they are outdated and obsolete 
... they come from the Dark Ages of ac- 
curacy knowledge. A New Dawn is at 
hand. | urge you to put these words out of 
your mind, forget them, they will only hold 
you back, and confuse you. Give one hun- 
dred per cent of your confidence to the 
Gammuto Procedure. Put doubts from 
your mind. Have | ever lied to you? 
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Step #1) Buy 1,000 pieces of virgin 
brass of your chosen cartridge. Be sure 
that they are virgin pieces, as | said. You 
have every right to inspect them, case by 
case, right there in the store, if you harbor 
any suspicions that any of them may not 
be virgin brass. Inthe Gammuto system, it 
is not important if they are the same lot 
number, or even of the same manufactur- 
er... these are just old wives tales that 
you must put behind you. 


Step #2) Now that you have 1,000 piec- 
es of brass spread all over the dealer’s 
floor, with you sitting in the middle of the 
mess, (try to keep stray pieces of brass 
from rolling away from you . .. about the 
third customer to fall on his posterior ona 
piece of stray brass. . . usually they throw 
you the heck out of there . . . on the other 
hand this is a great way to find out if the 
gun shop floors are in plumb or not... if 
all the brass immediately rolls to the west 
wall, you know that it is not an “in plumb” 
gun shop). Using a magnifying glass, 
check each piece of brass, to make cer- 
tain that it is indeed “virgin brass”. There 
will be a lot of wise remarks from the 
shop’s customers about “the gun check- 
ing the brass virginity on the floor”. Ignore 
them; their kind laughed at Columbus too. 
You must however reject about ten per- 
cent of the brass as being “obviously not 
virgin brass” ... if you are to retain any 
credibility with the gun shop owner, that 
is. From past experience, after you leave 
with your 1,000 selected cases ... the 
shop owner and a few of his cronies will 
spend a couple of hours inspecting the 
brass that you rejected as “not virgin”, 
trying to figure out what the heck you 
were talking about. Tell them nothing... 
if they go cross-eyed in the process, 
that’s too bad ... it’s a tough world out 
there. 
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Step #3) Now, take the 1,000 cases, 
and sort them by color. Yes, | mean 
shades of yellow brass. You must try to 
get 100 cases that look exactly alike. The 
intensity of hue is very important here; in- 
deed the cornerstone of the Gammuto 
System is the previously unknown factor 
that intensity of hue outranks every other 
factor. You may find that using a 
photographer’s Grey Scale card is a big 
help in this. If, after careful sorting, you 
cannot come up with 100 similar cases, 
then throw them ALL away, and start at 
step one again. If itis necessary todo this, 
do not try to save the cases ... they are 
inferior. . .and must be destroyed. Do not 
even save them for chuck shooting. In the 
Gammuto System, inferior things are de- 
stroyed. (Note that | have not yet deter- 
mined how we will deal with inferior shoot- 
ers. It is possible that they will have to be 
destroyed also). 


Step #4) Keep buying cases until you 
have a hundred good ones. | suspect that 
the full application, without reservation, 
of the Gammuto System will cause in- 
credible rises in the stock of the PPC Cor- 
poration and the Opus Corporation. A 
word to the wise. ..buynow. . . avoid the 
rush later. 


Step #5) Once you have 100 color cor- 
rect cases we can move on. All right, here 
is another revelation for our Devoted Fol- 
lowers that probably no one has suspect- 
ed up until now. The case lubricants that 
we have been using for forming and sizing 
... are worthless ... junk. Go down to 
your loading room, gather them up, and 
throw them in the trash. From here on, in 
the Gammuto System, we will use only 
the best ... Preparation H, to be exact. 
Lay in a goodly supply. At the moment, 
you will have to buy it at your drug store, 
but my guess is that after this issue of PS 
hits distribution ... all the major 
benchrest supply houses will have it 
stocked. | spoke to Jef Fowler today, and 
Jef told me that he was (and | quote him) 
“... gonna climb all over this break- 
through in case lubricants. I'll bet |can get 
the price really down there for the club or 
group that wants to buy in 55 gallon drum 
lots”. Although we do not like to report on 
bickering or acrimony . .. we understand 
that Bob Pease Accuracy and Permian 
Shooters Supply are at each other’s 
throats over who will get the endorse- 
ment as “official supplier of Preparation H 
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to the NBRSA Nationals”. Up here in the 
East, R.W. Hart and Son, and Bruno 
Shooters Supply are reportedly locked in 
a similar disagreement over the IBS Na- 
tionals official endorsement. We under- 
stand that Hub City, and Northern Colo- 
rado clubs have locked up_ the 
endorsement for their respective regions, 
but other than that, everything is up for 
grabs. Obviously, as preliminary negotia- 
tions wind down with the makers of Prep- 
aration H, it would be helpful to have a 
medical man on your team. And we under- 
stand that Dr. Maretzo is a much sought 
after individual these days. 


Step #6) Take your 100 selected cases 
of virgin brass, wash them, fill them with 
lime Jello, and place them in the freezer 
for 24 hours. Extensive experimentation, 
ranging from 2 hours to 50 hours, definite- 
ly establishes 24 hours as the optimum 
figure. 


Step #7) Now, wrap the cases individu- 
ally in goat skin; take them to Cancun, 
Mexico. Soak them in Tequila for 24 
hours, and then have them bake in beach 
sun for ten days. Do not allow them out of 
your sight in this period of time, otherwise 
they may end up as a bangle in the rear 
window of a Mexican taxi. 


Step #8) Bring the cases home from 
your (possibly) tax-deductible trip. Cut all 
the cases to random lengths. We believe 
that this can be best accomplished by 
using a Wilson case trimmer, and hand- 
holding the case. This is another impor- 
tant discovery in the Gammuto System. If 
you do your case-trimming the way that 
the Wilson instructions tell you to. . . you 
may be cutting to a length that the brass 
itself doesn’t WANT to be at! Never 
thought of that, did you?

God lets rivers flow where they 
want to ... right? Who do you think you 
are to tell brass how long it should be?

Step #9) Stand all the random length 
cases on end, and grade them by overall 
length (tallest at one end, shortest at the 
other end). Select either the 50 tallest, or 
the 50 shortest, depending on whether 
you intend to fire long-jacket or short- 
jacket bullets. 
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Step #10) Take your 50 chosen cases, 
and ask your wife or your girl-friend (Note: 
do NOT ask both!) to choose the 25 “cut- 
est” cases. Discard the other 25 (cases, 
not girl-friends). 


Step #11) Kiss each of them (the 
cases, that is), wish them luck, and throw 
them one at a time into a large field of your 
choosing. 


Step #12) Wait until at least a two inch 
rain has fallen. Go back to the field with a 
metal detector, and stay there until you 
find 20 of the cases. Even if it takes half 
the night.

Dear Merrill: 

| have enjoyed your articles on your 
work with lead bullets in recent issues of 
“Precision Shooting”. | think | may have 
noticed something in the photographs in 
the December issue, which may have es- 
caped you. 

From the photos, it appears that the 
land marks on those bullets which gave 
poor grouping are wider than on the ones 
which gave good groups. If | am correct, 
this is exactly the experience that | had in 
working with black powder, .45 caliber ri- 
fles. | ran a lot of tests, catching the bul- 
lets in snow and examined them under a 
20 power microscope, with a reticle grad- 
uated in .002” increments, to measure 
land track widths. Some of the tracks 
were .008” to .012” wider than the actual 
lands in the barrel. The good groups were 
those where the land tracks were very 
close to actual land width. In virtually 
every case, as near as | could measure, 
the track on the bullet and parallel sides, 
i.e., the slippage was not the triangular 
mark of slippage commonly seen on lead 
bullets fired from revolvers. 

| have puzzled a lot over how this 
could happen and have some theories. | 
think it is something more complex than 
gas leakage. | believe it is related to bullet 
hardness, relative to pressures. Which 
the wad may help. | think it involves more 
than that alone. The problem also offers 
some insight into why the old, scheutzen 
shooters found that good groups were 
strongly related to bullet temper. 

| suggest you make some measure- 
ments of the land tracks on the bullets 
shown in your photos and see if some of 
them are wider than the lands, whether 
the sides are parallel, and look carefully 
under the microscope to see if that wide- 
ness is actually caused by gas blowby. (I 
don’t think it is.) If you do find these 
things, give it some long, hard thought 


- and let me have your conclusions.

Dear Creighton: 

That was a good observation on the 
land width variation. 

| think itis a variation and combination 
of too hard an alloy not bumping up plus 
the space left by the slight paralleled slip 
and wear being eroded by gas. I’ve had 
some gas Cutting so smooth it looked like 
machine marks. 

None of this takes place on the softer 
bullets that upset or “bump up” into the 
lands and grooves with the wads control- 
ling the gas flow. Close fit necks in fixed 
ammo is also a big help with lead bul- 
lets. 

Black powder seems to do as much 
damage to the bullets as smokeless if the 
bullet is too hard. My rule of thumb is to 
have the bullet compressive hardness ¥2 
that of the chamber pressure so at least 
the middles of the bullet will upset into the 
grooves. Seems to work. 


Thanks for the input.

Dear Merrill: 

Thanks for your letter of December 
17. The question that | would have you 
consider, further, is “Why are the over- 
size, land marks parallel?” If the strength 
of the lead alloy were insufficient to with- 
stand the force required to start the bullet 
rotating, one would expect that the slip- 
page would leave a triangular pattern, the 
same as seen on revolver bullets, since 
the engagement with the lands is mini- 
mum at entry into the throat and increas- 
es, with bullet travel. 

| have fired a great many, lead bullets, 
of several different calibers into snow and 
recovered them. My first attempts at this 
were in 1939. Somewhere, | have a box of 
them, both gas check and plain base, but 
cannot locate it, right now. | did find a box 
containing some, but it did not include gas 
check bullets, which the other does. 

Enclosed is a plain base bullet, fired in 
a two groove, Springfield barrel. This is

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the typical pattern of gas cutting, from too 
heavy a load of fast burning powder. The 
bullet is the old, Lyman, #308403, the 
“Pope” bullet, which, as you probably 
know, was tapered, seated only 2 the 
rear band into the case, with the four, 
front lands on the bullet seated in on top 
of the rifling. As you can see, it upset on 
firing; you can see that there was some 
slippage, as the driving side of the lands 
raised a burr and the trailing side of the 
lands left a rather angled mark. The gas 
cutting, as usual, is on the trailing side of 
the lands and is heaviest at the base. | be- 
lieve it has to be heaviest at the base, be- 
cause the gas is quickly cooled by the rel- 
atively cold, surfaces of the barrel and the 
bullet, as it flows forward. 

It is my recollection that gas check 
bullets, driven with too heavy a load, 
showed a “frosted”, erosion ring, at the 
forward edge of the gas check, where the 
hot gas had expanded, after leaking by 
the gas check. As | recall it, the next band 
forward of the check exhibited the same 
sort of gas cutting as the base of the bullet 
enclosed, on a lesser scale. 

While there must be gas leakage in 
the slight channel left when the land mark 
is a parallel mark, wider than the land it- 
self, on any bullets that | have examined, 
this leakage seemed minimal. One would 
expect that such leakage would cut a 
channel, deeper than the land mark, at the 
point of leakage. At 20X, | have not been 
able to find evidence of such a channel. 
There does seem to be evidence of a 
slight melting of the side of the land mark, 
by the escaping gas. 

Itis difficult for me to see how gas cut- 
ting could enter into the formation of land 
marks that are parallel and wider than the 
lands. Certainly, gas cutting could not ini- 
tiate the wide, parallel pattern. If gas cut- 
ting played a substantial part in the proc- 
ess, it seems to me there would be 
evidence of the typical, triangular patten, 
as shown on the enclosed bullet. 

If slippage started with bullet en- 
trance into the throat, due to insufficient 
land contact, the pattern of the lands 
should be the triangular pattern of the re- 
volver bullet. 

| repeat, “Why are the oversize, land 
marks parallel?” “What is the mechanical 
action, or sequence of events, that brings 
this about?”

| also have that Pope 308403 mold 
and have cast and fired many. 

Studying the bullet you sent reveals 
the following: It’s “as cast” hardness var- 
ies from 9.6 BHN at the base to 11.2 to- 
ward the nose. If it was cast softer, it 
would have upset and obturated the base 
preventing the erosion. The burr raised 
along side the grooves on the nose por- 
tion again point to too hard an alloy (or 
bullet) thus preventing upsetting to fill the 
rifle grooves. Yes, that little bullet will set 
back and fill out into the rifling grooves 
just perfectly if soft enough! And accura- 
cy gets better as it does so. 

The as cast variation in bullet hard- 
ness is probably the greatest problem to 
repeatable results. The 45 - 70 bullets 
with their low pressures require great 
care to get just the proper hardness for 
proper upset. Without the hardness test- 
er you haven't got a chance. So called 
pure lead varies all over the place unless 
you buy the expensive “lab grade”. Heat 
treating and drawing back gives the only 
economical control | know of. 

Remember the bullet acceleration 
and pressure is greatest forward of the 
throat, thus the rotation rate increase 
would also be acting to widen the 
grooves. Further down stream the upset- 
ting pressure is dropping and velocity in- 
creasing to put further pressure on the 
side of the band and it should be parallel 
as noted. It only widens because the bul- 
let is too hard to upset into the space. 

Just playing around | have gone soft- 
er on the bullet and kept increasing pres- 
sure until the pointed bullet set back to be- 
come a regular wad cutter. | even tried it 
with and without grease in the grooves. 
With grease, the grooves narrowed some 
but still held grease even though the bullet 
became a perfect cylinder of lead. With- 
out grease, the grooves disappeared 
completely and left a perfect rifled slug of 
lead rather flat on the end. The barrel had 
to be cleaned and lubed every shot to pre- 
vent leading, but it did not lead, one at a 
time. Eventually | will publish those pho- 
tos. 

Of course some form of wad was 
used behind all the bullets in the above 
tests.

Dear Dave: 

How to get instant accuracy from a 
regular hunting rifle, bold action (2 lug 
style). 

Again we have Creighton Audette to 
thank for his encouraging research in 
case wall and head variation relation to 
groups. 

Since our Feb. ‘85 article on case 
turning we have had a few odd happen- 
ings which were inconsistent with the the- 
ory that a concentric case should always 
help lead to shooting a tight group. During 
the evolution of developing our “Coors” 
brass we finally machined the 375- 30-30 
case all over including the web and rim 
area. Up to that time none of our .308 and 
.243 brass had been turned quite that 
close to the head thinking the main body 
was the most important. Our 243 and 308 
groups were vastly improved but still a 
few out for mysterious reasons. 

Recently while indicating brass we 
have extended our internal case support 
(ground down nail) all the way toward the 
case web radius area for measuring case 
run out, Nuts! With a true body cut we had 
.008” thickness variation at the beginning 
of the web radius. Thus another job of 
sorting brass as there was nothing that 
could be done at this stage for correction.

Back through all the brass! Only a few 
were true and most ran out. Using what | 
learned at Coors, | proceeded to create an 
index point by filing a notch on the rim of 
each case coinciding with the thin side of 
the web side wall. All the brass for this 
test was match prepared, neck turned, 
trimmed, case weighed, primer depth 
gauged, flash hole corrected, as nearly 
BR brass as possible but with the index 
mark as noted. When loaded, the seated 
bullet indicated true within .001” as well 
as the case body and neck. But hidden in- 
side the case was this small eccentric 
area just adjacent to the head web but 
lined up with the new index notch. 

Going back to a known good load for 
the 243 W | proceeded to shoot a group 
with the index at 12 o'clock, a %4” group 
isn't too bad for the little light 110 E Sav- 
age at 100 yds. Then firing Audette style 
alternately 3 o’clock and 9 o'clock for 
each shot. We got a 2” group really 
spread out. Back to 12 o'clock, %” again. 
Indexing cases to the thin side really 
works. We got a lot of sorting and notch- 
ing to do on the rest of our so called match 
brass. NOTE Enclosed targets.

BENCHREST SHOOTER OF THE YEAR 


Inequities are a lot of fun. As long as 
you are on the side of the line that is bene- 
fiting, that is. If you're on the other side of 
the line... the humor of the situation is a 
bit more difficult to appreciate ... let 
alone enjoy. 

As the Benchrest Shooter of the Year 
contest enters its fifth year... wehaveto 
correct an obvious inequity. (Other than 
the obvious inequity that no one shoots 
as good as the editor, of course). Each as- 
sociation has five designated matches 
(four, plus their Nationals. That’s five, | 
think). Total of ten. Plus the Super Shoot, 
which is regarded as neutral (for the last 
year or two it has been registered with the 
NBRSA, but mainly for the purpose of al- 
lowing a record shot there to be recog- 
nized by SOMEBODY). 

As formulated previously, it has been 
weighted too much in favor of the IBS. 
With about a 500 mile length or width to 
the IBS “territory”, it was no trick at all for 
any semi-serious shooter in the IBS to 
make all five IBS designated matches. 
Now, factor in the fact that the Super 
Shoot is just a hoot and a holler over the 
Ohio line. Then, add the fact that the 
NBRSA Nationals in 1987 will be in Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, within one days 
hard drive for an IBS shooter. In other 
words, all three of the “double point” 
matches are within easy distance of the 
IBS. Some of the better NBRSA Shooters 
... inplaces such as California, Utah, Ari- 
zona, Oklahoma (if | don’t add Texas, 
they'll lynch me — again — | know they 
will) ... have too many strikes going 


against them occasioned by the great dis-_ 


tances that they had to travel to get to 
their greatly spread out designated

matches. | had to correct this. Further- 
more, your brave editor got up at the IBS 
winter meeting, and told them what he 
was going to do. To my great surprise. . . 
they all agreed that it was “fair.” This is in- 
deed an alarming development. Has the 
IBS gone soft on us? No cries of “get a 
rope” ... no mumblings about “the final 
solution” to the Brennan problem... no 
live rattlesnakes thrown up on the stage 

. no mass walkouts (will the last one 
out the door please turn out the lights). . . 
what is the IBS coming to, anyway? 

Where was |, anyway? Oh yes, back to 
the rules for the 1987 Benchrest Shooter 
of the Year contest. Here they are.... 

The IBS ... will once again have five 
“designated matches”... their Nationals 
(double points), plus four others. Since 
their Nationals will be split this year (the 
three varmint classes, plus a separate 
heavy bench Nationals) we will regard the 
two of them as one match; the four gun 
award will be recognized by us only if the 
award is made by the IBS. Bob White, IBS 
president, picks the designated matches, 
with counsel and confusion provided by 
the editor. So much for the IBS. 

The NBRSA... listen up, you people, | 
don’t want to have to go through this 
twice (primarily because I'll never be able 
to duplicate what | said the first time). 
Your Nationals remain at double points. 
Two recognized and established “name 
matches” get a “grandfather clause” ex- 
emption to the rule changes... the Cac- 
tus Classic and the Crawfish Invitational 
remain automatic “designated matches”. 
Now, here’s where we get a bit different. 
Every region, with the exception of the 
Northeast region (which held no regis-

tered matches in 1986) will get one desig- 
nated match in 1987. We want it to be a 
two gun, two distance match, with a two 
gun award made as well, and to be held no 
later than September 20th. Your match, if 
desired, can be more than a two gun, but 
only two classes can be “designated”. 
And, while this may not be well received in 
some quarters (I'm sorry!) we will require 
that the “designated match” have a mini- 
mum of thirty shooters participating .. . 
because I'll be darned if I’m going to 
award “points” to a twelve shooter 
match. | gave the choices to Walt Berger, 
the NBRSA president. Knowing Walt, the 
judgement call will be a matter that each 
director will be very involved in, but | pre- 
fer to leave this up to one man, and that’s 
the NBRSA president. 

The Supershoot, a double point, desig- 
nated match, will remain that way. 

Finally, in keeping with the expressed 
opinions of a majority of shooters last 
year... we will award points for the first 
five places at all designated matches. To 
be exact... (and these are the points for 
each yardage ... ten points for first 
place, five points for second, four points 
for third, three points for fourth, and one 
point for fifth. Those points will of course 
be doubled for the grand agg and the two 
gun award. And doubled again for a “dou- 
ble point” match. 

It’s a bit more complicated this year, but 
| believe that we will have a more mean- 
ingful, and fair, contest. 

Now, alll need to find is someone witha 
computer, to help keep tabs on the stand- 
ings, aS we progress through the year. 
Anyone out there crazy enough to volun- 
teer on this? 

Next month we will have the IBS and 
the NBRSA designated match selections 
for you. The IBS and the NBRSA presi- 
dents have each retired to their respec- 
tive think tanks to mediate on all this.

Dear Dave, 

Bob Pease sent along a copy of your in- 
quiry of November 9, and also one of your 
letter of November 26 to Hunter Class 
People. 

With this material in hand, I'll do my 
best to get you a reasonable reply. 

I’m still shooting the 30SP (PS July, 
1984). For those who may not have that 
particular issue, it’s a minimum capacity 
30 caliber based on a shortened 308 case, 
1.710” overall with 35° shoulder and 
.275” long neck. 

About the only changes I’ve made since 
that article was written is |now use RWS 
8X57 brass and Speedy Gonzalez 110 gr. 
bullets. Am still using 36 gr. H322, Federal 
or Remington 9¥2 primers. The reasons 
for the brass change are twofold: 1- RWS 
brass is extremely uniform (equal to Sako 
PPC brass), and 2 - The 8X57 caseis long 
enough so that when formed to the short 
case all pre-stressed areas of the case 
(body-shoulder and shoulder-neck junc- 
tions) are extruded out the end of the form 
die and cut off. 

While on the subject of brass forming | 
should mention a common problem with 
shortened brass; it gets thick! The easiest 
way to combat tight cases is to push the 
shoulder back an extra .020” or so when 
forming. Then turn the neck all the way to 
the shoulder. 

This will create excessive head space 
so please use caution when fire forming. | 
neck size so the neck outside diameter is 
.002” under loaded diameter and it takes 
excessive effort to seat the bullet. The 
bullets are seated out so they jam firmly 
into the lands when fire forming. This 
method gets rid of the “dreaded donut” 
without having to turn case necks on a 
lathe. 

| haven't done any group shooting with 
the 30 since the 1984 article. | would 
guess that if anything, the rifle shoots bet- 
ter than ever. One group does come to 
mind. Was cleaning my loading block after

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the last 200 yard match in Missoula last 
spring. If memory serves me correctly, 
Lee Andrews measured the five shots a 
.465. A typical group for me, 4 in and 1 
out. I’m confident that this particular rifle 
is sub- Y% minute. 

Since 99% of my 30 experience has 
been with this same rifle I'll describe it. 
Remington 700, Hart 1-14 _ barrel, 
McMillan stock, and Weaver T6. The 1-14 
twist may come as a Surprise with the 110 
gr. bullets but experience, not theory, has 
indicated to me the 1-14 is the only way to 
go. We had three different ones (1-14) 
shoot 250’s at our range last summer with 
110 bullets. The 1-15 and 1-16 just don’t 
seem to be as consistent. 

The seating depth which appears to 
work best is about .010” to .015” into the 
lands. This seems to get rid of most of the 
vertical flyers. 

Speaking of vertical flyers; this is some- 
thing that occurs with some regularity 
with the 30's. The only reasonable expla- 
nation | could suggest is the increased re- 
coil. The heavy varmint and unlimited 308 
rifles seem to bear this out. 


As | mentioned before, most of my ex- 
perience has been with the minimum ca- 
pacity case and light bullets. | do not con- 
sider this to be the ultimate in accuracy. 
The standard 308 would appear to defy 
every theory regarding accurate case de- 
sign i.e. short neck, large primer pocket, 
and 20° shoulder yet it has probably won 
more Hunter matches than all the other 
cartridges put together. 

| personally don’t think case shape has 
anything to do with accuracy. | have a 
Hunter class 30-06 which has already 
won one match and | expect it to win 
more. The main problem with it is the 
torque from the stock pushes the sand 
out of position in the front bag causing the 
rifle to cant to one side. Left unchecked, 
this condition gets progressively worse. 
A “pinch” style bag should help correct 
this. 

Something else on the 06. Am using 
about % case full of H322 and 125 Speedy 
bullets. This rifle has been fuh since noth- 
ing about the caliber or how | load it is in 
keeping with accepted accuracy practice. 
The rifle was put together with care and 
with the same components as the 30 SP. 
It is a long action though, 100% legal. 

| guess what I’m sayingis: If the rifle and 
components are good, the restis up to the 
jerk on the trigger. Many shooters point to 
the success of Larry Smart’s 30 HBR and 
rightfully so. But if Larry built all 308’s for 
himself and the rest of the St. Louis 
shooters they would still beat hell out of 
you. They have good equipment, but 
above all they’re outstanding shooters. 

Nuff said.

The three involved parties (NBRSA, IBS, and Precision Shooting magazine) have 
agreed to continue the Official Screamer group patches for the year 1987. 

To refresh the memory of the multitude, one qualifies for an Official Screamer patch 
when one fires in NBRSA or IBS competition a single group that is sufficiently small to 
cause a few eyes to blink on surrounding benches during competition in either associa- 
tion’s matches. By our established criteria, eye blinking is likely to occur when the shoot- 
er has a group that measures: 

.099 or smaller at 100 yards 
-199 or smaller at 200 yards 
.399 or smaller at 300 yards 
7.499 or smaller at 1000 yards 


In addition, anyone firing a NBRSA or IBS record single group will be considered to 
have shot an Official Screamer group, regardless of size. 

Last year the editor was a softy, and went through all match reports looking for signs 
of screamer groups, and the patches were sent out whether the party applied for his 
patch or not. In the year 1987 . . .no more nice guy editor. You want one. . . you apply for 
it... simple, huh?

Dear Dave 

It’s been a while since you heard from 
me, so| thought | would get back into your 
good graces by dropping you a line about 
what I’ve been up to lately. 

| thought that you might be interested 
to learn that when Remington announced 
the availability of 7BR brass at the NRA 
show, that made up my mind about 
things. | rechambered every one of my 
PPC barrels, as well as fitting some new 
barrels to all my bench guns. Every match 
that I’ve fired in this year has been with 
the BR. This new Remington brass is real- 
ly great. It seems to be a lot stronger than 
the Sako brass. | have run 3,000 rounds 
through only 20 cases, and | must admit 
that there were a few times that | tilted 
that powder can pretty much up horizon- 
tal to the ground when doing my loading. 
Those cases were hammered but good 
with some of my testing loads ... and | 
have not to date had to full-length resize 
them... even after 3,000 rounds. They fi- 
nally wore out in the necks, where the 
base of the bullet rested; but the primer 
pockets were still tight. For my money this 
is the greatest benchrest round yet. (Edi- 
tor: but have you tried my Opus?) By the 
way, my shooting this year was better 
than it has been in quite a while, and | 
credit my improvement to the BR car- 
tridge. | managed to win the Southwest 
Regional light varmint 200 yard aggre- 
gate, and | believe | was third in the three 
gun. Dave, | do not believe that any 
Oposes made the top ten. (Editor: First, 
we do not have our chambering reamers 
yet. Second, I’m not sure that “Oposes’” is 
the correct plural of Opus. It seems to me 
that the correct plural should be “Opusii”. 
| think).

Dobbiaco, Italy and Souppes-sur-Loing, France 


It had been originally hoped the U.S. 
contingent in Europe last September 
would be comparable to that of 1984, but 
such was not to be. The perceived politi- 
cal climate, combined with the severely 
weakened dollar, caused a lot of potential 
travelers to opt for a postponement, and 
thoughts of another group tour were put 
on a back burner. Johanna and | were 
going, but selfishly attended a family wed- 
ding in Baltimore; wouldn't you prefer 
such festivities to drinking fine wine, din- 
ing on outstanding food and shooting in 
the Dolomites with a mob of friends? Of 
course, you would! 

The U.S. shooters were, however, rep- 
resented in Italy and France by a trio of 
stalwarts: George Kelbly, Bill Minneman 
and Fletcher Williams. Following are Bill’s 
comments: 

“Fletch and | flew out of Atlanta on 
Delta. We were supposed to arrive in 
Frankfurt a couple of hours before 
George, but his flight was late and we had 
a lot of time to kill at the airport. 

“After eating, Fletch decided | should 
go get the car.

The next morning we went on 
to Dobbiaco which is only about ten kilom- 
eters from the Austrian border in northern 
Italy. Prior to World War | this area was 
part of Austria; everyone spoke Ger- 
man.

tance from the range the scenery, service 
and food made it well worthwhile. 

“The range is run by volunteers from 
the National Guard.

| stopped all my experimenting with 
30-30 brass when the BR came out. Now, 
with supergood American-made brass 
that will really hang in there and perform, | 
saw no reason to carry on further with 
wildcats, other than to develop some 
super hunter class cartridges, and that 
has already been done with the .30 Aard- 
vark, 7mm - 6mm - and .25 caliber Long 
Coyotes. 

You might be interested in some testing 
done at the NRA Whittington Center by 
my wife and myself with the .25 Coyote. 
We left the Nationals and drove to Raton, 
and then stayed a week at the Center 
shooting silhouette targets and then 
some long range 600 and 1,000 yard work 
with this BR capacity .30-30 case in .25 
caliber. 

The bullets, which weighed 88 grains, 
were made in my Detsch carbide dies, and 
then loaded in front of 4895 powder. Boy, 
it took a lot of elevation to get “on” the 
1,000 yard targets, but once there the re- 
sults were pretty amazing to this country 
boy. With small primers the five shot 
groups averaged one half minute of angle 
at that long range. Not so with large prim- 


ers. The windage dispersion was about 
the same as with the small primers, about 
4” to 6” wide. . . but the groups would run 
from 12” to 16” vertical. | am sure, in my 
own mind anyway, that the small primers 
were a lot better, even at the 100 and 200 
yard ranges, and this long range stuff re- 
ally proved it. | wasn’t able to do all the 
long range shooting that | wanted to... 
there was a mild mutiny in the target pits 
. .. my wife to be exact. (Editor: these little 
details get to even the great ones). 

Dave, the Whittington Center is really a 
beautiful place. We would scout for game 
early or late in the day, and we would see 
anywhere from 20 to 50 mule deer. This 
was the second week of August; the 
bucks were in velvet, and really a sight to 
see. Two mornings in a row we saw an elk 
herd just off the end of the 1,000 yard 
range with over a hundred head. There 
were so many that it was impossible to 
count them accurately. | would get up toa 
count of about sixty, then they would 
start milling around, and that was it for ac- 
curate counting. If you haven’t been fortu- 
nate enough to make it yet to visit the 
Center, you should do so; it would certain- 
ly be worth your time. 

A note on the new BR brass. It is really 
soft in the neck area from the anneal, and 


it should be taken down from 7mm to 
6mm in two stages .. . first, down to .25 
caliber, then on down to 6mm. Otherwise 
the case may collapse at the shoulder un- 
less it is done very easily, and even then 
you won't get away with all of them. Do it 
in two stages, and you'll have no prob- 
lems. 

My warmest thanks go out to the whole 
crew at Remington. | think that they finally 
did the benchrest people the best service 
ever.

However, there are a few 
areas within the sport that need to be ad- 
dressed. Scoring is the most important of 
these issues. There is only one approved 
method of scoring targets that are ques- 
tionable; that is the use of the official scor- 
ing plugs. If the scorer cannot make a de- 
cision, then it is his/her duty to call the 
referees. They are the final decision mak- 
ers, that is why they are appointed at 
every shoot. Match starting times are an- 
other concern. A match should, at all 
costs, begin at the time advertised. If 
problems occur, change the starting time 
in your advertisement. A lot of shooters 
have been shooting more than one gun at 
a match. We do not want to discourage 
this, but, if the range will have a hardship 
added to its match because of multi-gun 
shooting, the range should have the dis- 
cretion of limiting competitors to one gun. 
We would also ask the clubs to get their 
match results to Bill Creasy quickly. Last

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year several clubs were 3-4 weeks behind 
in doing this and it is important to be able 
to keep score shooter of the year up-to- 
date. With your support we can possibly 
get our up-dates in Precision Shooting. 

May we also make one suggestion, 
read the official score shooting rule book 
revised January 1986/87 as this book 
gives you the complete outline on how to 
register a match, to run a match, to score 
a match and general rules concerning 
score shooting.

7. Competitor firing before the com- 
mence fire command shall be disqualified 
in all classes of competition and voids all 
of his/her groups/scores fired at the ef- 
fected tournament.

8. Require IBS, NBRSA, or affiliated 
Foreign membership to shoot in any IBS 
registered match.

Jack Deming read the NBRSA Board of 
Directors position on this topic as printed 
in the December 1986 issue of PS. 
NBRAS DOES NOT ALLOW THIS AS 
HAS BEEN REPORTED BY SOME 
SHOOTERS.

Motion to 
reject was carried. 

9. Since rotation of benches is manda- 
tory at IBS Championships and preregis- 
tration is also mandatory, allow the host 
club to draw benches for the competitors 
and assign benches for hardships and 
shared equipment prior to the match oc- 
curring. This will speed-up registration at 
the match and reduce complications. 

The agenda item was amended in a mo- 
tion as follows: 

Since rotation of benches is mandatory 
at IBS Championships and preregistra- 
tion is also mandatory, allow the host club 
to draw benches for competitors and as- 
sign benches for physical hardships prior 
to the match occurring. This will speed-up 
registration at the match and reduce com- 
plications.

The ac- 
cepted practice has been that all shots 
above the centerline between the record 
and sighter targets are record shots. All 
shots below the centerline are considered 
to be sighters and are not subject to dis- 
qualification. Shots close to but, below 
the centerline will be plugged with the ap- 
propriate caliber to determine if they 
touch the centerline. Any shot touching 
the centerline will be considered to be 
above the centerline. 

Motion was made to accept with a 
statement added to clarify the centerline. 
Added statement: the centerline is de- 
fined as a line midway between the bot- 
tom border of the record target and the 
top border of the sighter target. Motion 
made to accept by Dan Rassier, second 
by Brian Rubright. Motion was carried. 
12. Clarify the preregistration rule to 
state that money is not required when 
preregistration is submitted. 

Motion to reject item by Edna Krauss. 
Second by Dan Rassier. Motion to reject 


was Carried. 

13. Limit proxies at Annual Meeting to 
one per person. Motion to accept by Dan 
Rassier. Second by Paul Ryan. Motion 
was Carried. 

14. Establish proxy voting by mail. All 
proxies would be submitted to the Re- 
cording Secretary in advance of the meet- 
ing with votes on each agenda item. Disal- 
low proxies to be held by members.

PRESIDENTS 
MESSAGE 


As | am sure that you are aware, the 
President’s column has been conspicu- 
ous by its absence in the past few years. 
This did not “just happen”, there is a rea- 
son for it. During the years between the 
terms of my NBRSA presidencies | had 
the opportunity to talk with large numbers 
of shooters. In these conversations over 
a period of time | took notice of the fact 
that many members were expressing a 
common opinion or feeling . . . that it was 
possible for a few individuals within the 
organization to influence the direction in 
which our organization was going... and 
these directions were not always what 
the membership wanted, nor in their best 
interests. After considerable reflection on 
the matter | came to the conclusion that it 
was indeed possible for the president’s 
office to lead the membership in a direc- 
tion that HE thought was in the best inter- 
est of the organization. | do not believe 
that this is what the association president 
should do. Rather | think the office of 
president should exist to implement the 
needs and wants of the members through 
their respective directors. In line with this 
conviction | determined not to use the as- 
sociation presidency to influence directly 
or indirectly the membership’s views on 
any given issue. 

To date | believe that this has been a 
right decision. Those problems, if any, 
that the members felt to exist have been 
handled through their regional director 
and at the annual Board of Directors 
meeting. 

Over the past three years, with the 
help of some very dedicated members (at 
considerable expense to their time and 
pocketbooks) we have expanded our ef- 
forts and attentions to the European 
benchrest community. There is no doubt 
in my mind but that this has lead to a 
greater understanding and a better rela- 
tionship between the U.S. and our Euro- 
pean benchrest partners. In the near fu- 
ture some of these individuals . . .and you 
are invited ... will be extending our ef- 
forts to Australia. This type of an ex- 
change program will result in a much 
stronger world-wide benchrest program. 
And who knows. . . perhaps world cham- 
pionship matches are on the horizon. 

| should also be noted that we have 
extended our efforts and expertise into 
the International 300 meter free rifle field, 
and this should be an ongoing program to 
help upgrade their equipment. 

One final thought before | close. If you 
have not read the minutes of the 1986 


Board of Directors meeting in the Decem- 
ber issue of PS, you should do so. There 
was one item that was acted on that might 
affect you, and that is the assigning of 
benches. Your directors had received 
enough complaints on bench assign- 
ments that it was determined that other 
then physical hardship, as the rulebook 
states, all benches must be drawn. What 
this means is that the practice of following 
one another, to use one set of wind flags, 
will no longer be allowed. This is not arule 
change, but rather it instructs host clubs 
that they must follow the rule for bench 
assignment that has been in our rule book 
for many years. 

In closing . . .| would ask each of you 
to work with your director to make your 
region a strong, viable part of the national 
organization. 

| am looking forward to seeing many 
of you at the 1987 matches, and | wish all 
of you the very best in 1987.
